Low 
readings at Ariton are good 
signs for the Elba area, as a 
full river coming from that 
area leaves little room for 
the Whitewater and Beaver 
Dam rainfall flow to get 
into the normal river chan- 
nel and forces it into low 
lying homes in and around 
Elba.

This last week we had both major candidates for governor 
in Elba.

Members of the Gen. Edmond 
Winchester Rucker 2534 of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy® recently 
attended and assisted in a Confederate 
Grave Marking Dedication for John 
Tillman Grubbs at the Louisville United 
Methodist Church Cemetery in Louisville, 
Ala. 

The event was sponsored by the Capt. 
Stouten Hubert Dent 2669 Chapter of 
Eufaula. Dent Chapter President Mary 
Williams was unable to attend. 

Donna Clark, Gen. Henry D, Clayton 
District Director and Rucker Chapter 
member, presided over the event and began 
by welcoming those in attendance. 
Invocation was given by John Phil 
McLaney Jr. and McCrae’s Flying Artillery 
posted the colors. 

Grubbs’ descendent, Ellen Green, gave a 
brief biography of her ancestor; her daugh- 
ter unveiled marker. 

John Tillman Grubbs was born 7 
September 1823 to Winford Grubbs and 
Mary Ann Cadenhead in Edgefield County, 
South Carolina. His family moved to Pike 
County between 1824 and 1827. Grubbs 
was the great-grandson of revolutionary 
war patriot Enoch Grubbs and Floried 
Knight Burton of South Carolina. He mar- 
tied Ellen Law 4 February 1866. They are 
listed on the 1850, 1880, 1900, and 1910 
Barbour County census as residents of the 


town of Louisville. He was a farmer by 
profession. 

John Tillman Grubbs joined the Alabama 
Confederate cause 23 March 1861 at 
Barrancas, Florida under Col. Henry 
DeLamar Clayton for 12 months as a pri- 
vate. At the end of one year of service the 
group reorganized and he reenlisted in 
Clayton, Alabama; he was captured at Port 
Hudson, Louisiana and sent to Camp 
Douglas, Illinois. When released, he 
rejoined General Joseph E. Johnston’s 
troops in Mississippi. He was paroled 1 
May 1865 under General Joseph E. 
Johnston to Maj. Gen. W. T. Sherman in 
North Carolina. 

The dedication of the marker was given 
by Clark followed by placement of wreaths 
by members of the Dent Chapter, General 
William C. Oates 1342 of Dothan, 
Stonewall Jackson 667 of Ozark and the 
Rucker Chapter of Enterprise. Flowers 
were then placed on the grave by family 
members. 

McLaney led the attendees in the singing 
of “Dixie’s Land”, which was followed by 
a three-canon salute by McCrae’s Flying 
Artillery. McLaney then gave the benedic- 
tion and the ceremony ended with the play- 
ing of Taps. 

Following the service attendees were 
invited into the church for refreshments 
and fellowship.

O God, Our Help ‘Ages Past 


I invite you to read Isaiah 50:4-9 and use this article as a 


devotional. 


In the year 1717, Queen Anne of Great Britain forced 
through Parliament the Schism Act that brought about a 
religious crisis in the entire country. In the midst of this 
consternation, Isaac Watts penned the hymn “Our God, 
Our Help in Ages Past”, which would later be changed by 
the Wesley brothers. The opening line of the hymn clearly 
and somewhat definitely states, “Our God, our help in ages 
past, our hope for years to come.” It is though Watts 
reminds worshippers to remember the past and mighty acts 
of God and look expectantly to the future. 

The Book of Isaiah is a flurry of emotions spanning 
three distinct time periods for the nation of Israel. The first 
section speaks to the coming invasion and fear of the 
seemingly unstoppable Assyrians. The second section is 
after the destruction of Judah and in the midst of the 
Babylonian Exile. The final section is celebratory with the 
reprieve of exile and the excitement of returning home. 

The scripture passage above comes from the very mid- 
dle of a place of exile; they are words of a conquered peo- 
ple in a strange land. They are the words of a people hav- 
ing to live in a new normal, a different life, a life missing 
something or someone, and a time of crisis. Each one of us 
has had our own moments of Babylonian Exile—the 
metaphorical feeling of walking on foreign and unfamiliar 
ground. Do not be afraid for you are not alone, and do not 
fear for the story does not end in exile. 

Watts and Isaiah tell us in these moments we are to do 
two things. Firstly, we are to remember. It is easy to forget 
how God has been our help in ages past. Take time and 
remember your deliverance. Secondly, look to the horizon 
with your face like flint and know that God is your bright 
hope for tomorrow. Take time and survey your coming 


deliverance.

Sixth grade students created a lemonade stand to help with 


math lessons on unit rates, estimation, ratios, and money. 
Lemonade helps sixth grade 
students with math lessons

Sixth grade students have 
begun putting their math 
skills to work . . . literally. 

In response to recent 
math lessons about unit 
rates, estimation, ratios, and 
money, students designed a 
lemonade stand to practice 
their skills. They used unit 
rates to help decide which 
cups and lemonade would 
be the best use of money for 
purchase, discussed the 
customary measurement 
system to determine how 
many 16 ounce cups could 
be filled using 1 gallon of 
lemonade (taking ice into 
account), estimated how 
many gallons of lemonade 
should be mixed for each of 
their two lemonade stand 
locations, used technology 
to create fliers to pass out as 
advertisement, designed 
informative posters with 
catchy phrases to help 
advertise, and created a 


commercial advertisement 
to promote their sells. 

On Sept. 27th, students 
set up lemonade stands to 
sell to the PreK parents as 
they came through the car 
line at 2 p.m., to 6th grade 
students at snack, and to the 
parents waiting in the car 
line from 2-3 p.m. Parent 
volunteers and teachers 
helped oversee each station. 

During the implementa- 
tion of this project, students 
used equivalent ratios to 
mix larger quantities of 
lemonade at a time, collect- 
ed money and gave correct 
change as needed, and cal- 
culated profit made after 
accounting for supplies 
purchased, 

Students plan to set up 
the lemonade stand again 
on Thursdays - October 4 
and October 11, The lemon- 
ade costs $1 per cup.

Advanced Placement is a 
program run by the College 
Board (the makers of the 
SAT) that allows students 
to take courses on a high 
school campus, potentially 
earning college credit 
and/or qualifying students 
for more advanced classes 
when they begin college. 

AP courses are designed 
to give students the experi- 
ence of an intro-level col- 
lege class while still in high 
school. Plus, students can 
earn college credit for the 
class if they pass the AP 
exam. 

AP classes were created 
in the mid-1950s as a 
response to the widening 
gap between high school 
and college. A pilot pro- 
gram in 1952 had 11 sub- 
jects, and AP officially 
launched in 1956, when the 
College Board took over 
the program and named it 
the College Board 
Advanced Placement 
Program. 

This program has 
expanded rapidly over the 
years. Today, about 2.7 mil- 
lion students take AP 
exams every year in 38 dif- 
ferent subjects. 

Last year, Zion Chapel 
offered eight AP courses. 
Going from zero to eight 
AP course offerings in just 
two years was no easy task, 

Approximately three 
years ago, the entire 6-12 
faculty, counselor, and 


administrators committed 


to unifying in bringing 
more rigorous courses to 
Zion. Together, they com- 
pleted a grant application 
that would ultimately part- 
ner ZC with A+ College 
Ready and provide the 
school with needed 
resources to go from zero 
PreAP and AP courses to 
one in each discipline for 
each grade. 

It was a lofty goal, and 
the commitment was all or 
none. It required every 
teacher to attend up to two 
to three weeks of training 
in the summer, fall work- 
shops, Saturday Study 
Sessions, spring work- 
shops, data entry, and site 
visits. However, the reward 
would be great — equip- 
ment funds for all courses, 
free training and curricu- 
lum materials, a support 
network for teachers, stu- 
dent and teacher incentives, 
and, most importantly, 
increased rigor in courses 
and ultimately, increased 
ACT scores and AP exam 
scores. 

Teachers, students, par- 
ents, and administrators 
committed to the task. 

During the September 
Dress for Success 
Assembly last week, the 
results of that effort were 
celebrated, honoring the 
students, their teachers, 
their parents, and each 
member of the Zion Chapel 
community who supported 
this massive effort. Last 
year, ZC offered 
eight AP classes, ranging in 
size from 6 to 26 students.
